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New Matter 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 88-151 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Specifically, the specification does not provide sufficient support for the limitation in 
claims 88-91 of "said effective rate is not constant and comprises a rate between 0. 1 kGy/hr to 
3.0 kGy/hr for at least a portion of said period of time and a rate of at least 6.0 kGy/hr for at least 
another portion of said period of time." 

Although Applicant points to paragraphs 69-75 of the specification, the Examiner has 
found no support in these paragraphs. The only teaching these paragraphs give with respect to 
the dose rate is that preferably the dose rate is constant but when a constant dose rate is 
impractical or not desired a non-constant dose rate can be used (paragraph 69). However, in 
none of paragraphs 69-75, or elsewhere in the specification, is there guidance as to what different 
dose rates should be chosen when the dose rate is not constant. In fact, all examples only use a 
constant dose rate. 

Moreover, although these limitations were allowed in U.S. Patent No. 6,682,695, the 
Examiner notes that the limitations in question were present in original claims 1 and 2 of the 
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above patent, and thus had support in the original disclosure. 

Allowable Subject Matter
